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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

The title of the invention is not descriptive. A new title is required that is clearly 
indicative of the invention to which the claims are directed. 

The following title is suggested: -Microcomputer having a USB interface circuit 
for setting non-connection state during system clock simulation until a bus reset signal 
from a host.- 

Ciaim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
(e) the invention was described in- 

(1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by another filed in the United States 
before the invention by the applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the 
treaty defined in section 361(a) shall have the effect under this subsection of a national application 
published under section 122(b} only if the international application designating the United States was 
published under Article 21(2){a) of such treaty In the English language; or 

(2) a patent granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the 
invention by the applicant for patent, except that a patent shall not be deemed filed In the United 
States for the purposes of this subsection based on the filing of an international application filed under 
the treaty defined in section 351(a). 

Claim 1 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by St. Pierre, Jr. 
et al. US 6351 809 B1. 

St. Pierre, Jr. et al. discloses in figure 3 a microcomputer (30) comprising a USB 
(40) interface circuit for interfacing transmission and receipt of data between a host (20) 
and the microcomputer (30) through a USB signal line (arrow line), comprising state 
setting means ("a switch is coupled between one of the data pins of the USB port and a 
supply voltage" in Abstract) for setting the USB signal line to a level in a non-connection 
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state for a period before the USB interface circuit can respond to a bus reset signal sent 
from the host. ("The switch is maintained in a non-conductive state until the 
microcontroller on the device is booted up and has retrieved identification codes..." in 
Abstract). 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 2-1 1 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected base claim, but 
would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all of the limitations of the 
base claim and any intervening claims. 

The following is a statement of reasons for the indication of allowable subject 
matter: St. Pierre, Jr. et al. discloses In figure 3 a microcomputer (30) comprising a USB 
(40) interface circuit. However, one of ordinary skill in the art would not have been 
motivated to start oscillation immediately in response to the reset signal, as set forth in 
the claims. 

Conclusion 

The prior art made of record and not relied upon is considered pertinent to 
applicant's disclosure. 

Endo et al. discloses a USB controller with a switch means when a new device is 
connected. 

Lee discloses a USB power control apparatus for power management. 
Silverman et ai. discloses a USB interface having a "smart" cable device to 
recognize types of external devices.
